Readiness  ior  "A  DAY",  the  atomic  danger  date,  is  the 
primary  objective  of  Civil  Defense.  Private  planes,  small 
but  many,  have  jobs  no  ground  vehicle  can  do.  They  may 
be  the  only  mobile  force  able  to  function  without  interruption 
because  of  the  disaster.  Small  civilian  planes  will  bring  In 
doctors,  nurses,  medical  supplies,  fire  fighting  equipment, 
food,  etc.,  to  improvised  landing  strips  within  the  disaster 
area.  They  can  carry  messages,  give  directions  from  the  air 
over  loud  speakers  and  radio  and  do  a hundred  other  vital 
jobs.  Civil  Aviation  must  be  ready  to  do  this  work  if  "A 
Day"  comes.  Before  "A  Day",  aviation  and  the  rest  of  the 
defense  team  must  be  organized  lor  internal  activity  by  the 
enemy.  Urban  areas  must  guard  against  water  and  food 
polution  as  v/ell  as  sabotage  to  industrial  equipment.  Rural 
areas  must  be  protected  against  the  use  of  herbicides  and 
fire  to  destroy  agricultural  resources.  Even  in  peacetime  a 
well  organized  civil  defense  team  will  be  invaluable  in  case 
ol  fire,  flood,  explosion,  tornado,  etc.

AIR  MARKING  PROGRAM 

The  air  marking  crew  of  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Com- 
mission is  working  in  the  north  central  part  of  the  state. 
Twelve  markers  have  been  completed  to  date  this  season 
and  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  the  marking  of  ranch  build- 
ings in  isolated  areas. 

Two  hundred  three  air  markers  have  been  installed  to 
date  by  the  Aeronautics  Commission  and  the  program  will 
be  continued  until  complete  coverage  of  the  state  is  made. 

The  Commission  has  had  reports  of  several  incidents 
wherein  air  markers  have  aided  pilots  in  orienting  their  posi- 
tion thereby  averting  a potential  airplane  crash. 


MOST  LIGHTPLANE  FLYING  NON  PLEASURE. 

GEUTING  STATES 

Less  than  one-ninth  of  all  private  aircraft  flying  today  is 
done  for  personal  or  "pleasure"  purposes,  according  to 
Joseph  Geufing,  Aircraft  Industries  Association.  Executives 
saved  1.200  hours  a year  In  some  cases  by  using  company 
planes;  larmers  and  ranchers  own  10,500  aircraft;  fixed-base 
operators  use  25,000;  and  Federal,  local  and  state  govern- 
ments use  another  1,000  light  planes,  Geuting  said. 

The  light  aircraft  manufacturing  industry  can  maintain 
a self-supporting  mobilization  potential  with  an  air  lift  that 
can  be  provided  which  is  much  larger  than  most  people 
realize,  Geuting  asserted.  He  decried  the  limited  materials 
priority  assistance  being  given  the  industry  which  will  limit 
it  to  2,500  planes  in  the  next  year  instead  of  the  5,800  aircraft 
which  the  industry  would  book  for  1951  if  materials  were 
available. — American  Aviation  Daily.

CIVIL  DEFENSE 

At  a recent  conference  In  San  Francisco  of  eight  western 
states  on  Civil  Defense  the  following  recommendations  were 
made  to  the  National  Director,  former  Governor  Caldwell  of 
Florida. 

1.  It  is  requested  that  the  Federal  Civil  Defense  Ad- 
ministration give  due  regard  to  the  potential  value  of  private 
and  non-scheduled  aircraft  in  civil  defense. 

2.  It  Is  recommended  that  provisions  be  made  to  con- 
tinue the  production  of  parts  and  supplies  to  keep  all  light 
aircraft  in  operation  so  that  these  aircraft  may  be  available 
for  use  In  case  of  emergency. 

3.  It  is  recommended  that  the  plan  for  operation  of  civil 
aircraft  as  given  in  the  report  of  Task  Group  C.  dated  April 
5,  1951,  be  approved  and  Incorporated  in  the  civil  defense 
plan  for  the  United  Stales,  and  that  the  operation  of  civil 
aviation  be  under  the  Transportation  Division  of  Civil  De- 
fense. 

The  State  Civil  Defense  Plan  for  Montana  includes  the 
use  of  all  private  aircraft  listed  with  the  Montana  Aeronautics 
Commission. 


NWA  NEGOTIATING  PLANE  SWAP  WITH 
CALIFORNIA  CENTRAL 

Northwest  Airlines  is  reported  to  be  negotiating  with 
California  Central  Airlines,  intra-state  operator  in  California, 
for  transfer  of  five  NWA  Martin  2-0-2's  to  Cal  Central  in  ex- 
change for  two  Douglas  DC-4's,  five  DC-3's  and  cash.  De- 
tails of  the  deal  have  not  yet  been  disclosed.

CHANGES  IN  WEATHER  REPORTING  FORM 

Weather  Broadcasts  by  CAA  Communications  Station 

— Effective  June  1,  1951,  weather  broadcasts  from  CAA  Com- 
munications Stations  will  reflect  certain  changes  in  the  form 
of  aviation  weather  reports  which  are  being  made  effective 
by  the  U.  S.  Weather  Bureau  as  of  that  date.  The  new 
weather  report  form  will  list  multiple  cloud  layers  principally 
for  the  purpose  of  describing  the  cloud  and  ceiling  conditions 
as  reported.  In  this  connection,  it  is  recommended  that  all 
interested  persons  obtain  from  the  U.  S.  Weather  Bureau  the 
pamphlet,  "What's  the  Ceiling?"  which  explains  in  detail 
the  Improvement  in  form  of  aviation  weather  reports. 

The  principal  changes  covered  in  this  pamphlet  are  as 
follows- 

1)  All  cloud  layers  will  be  reported  in  ascending  order 
of  height. 

2)  Thin  cloud  layers  will  not  be  reported  as  a ceiling. 

3)  All  celling  layers  will  be  identified  by  a letter  desig- 
nator. 

4)  "X",  "-X"  will  be  used  to  report  obscurations  on  the 
ground  only. 

5)  Peak  gusts  of  wind  will  be  reported  immediately  fol- 
lowing the  current  wind  speed  rather  than  in  re- 
marks. 

6)  Intensity  classification  for  wind  shifts  and  squalls 
have  been  discontinued. 

7)  A new  precipitation  intensity  "very  light"  has  been 
established.  The  new  teletype  abbreviation  for  this 
intensity  is  "minus  minus".
